WILMINGTON - On the after- 
noon of Sunday, August 19, 
Tewksbury firefighters responded 
to a major brush fire at a recycling 
facility just off South Street across 
the Wilmington town line. 

The call came into the Tewksbury 
station at approximately 3 p.m. 
When firefighters arrived at the 
scene, they discovered a smoking 
and smoldering pile of brush on 
fire that was a considerable dis- 
tance away from any water source. 
According to Tewksbury firefight- 
ers, it took about an hour for them 
to lay more than 3,000 feet of fire 
hose through narrow paths and 
thick woods to reach the massive 
pile of burning debris. A nearby 
pond was used for water before a 
Billerica tanker truck was called 
in to provide assistance. 

Flames shot out of some sections 
of the impressive fire while most 
of it provided an un-welcomed 
stench to nearby residents in both 
Wilmington and Tewksbury.

Firefighters believe that the pile 
must have smoldered for some 
time before it actually ignited into 
flames. 


The “pile,” according to 
Wilmington Deputy Fire Chief Ed 
Bradbury, is approximately three 
to three-and-a-half acres long, with 
an average height of 20 to 25 feet. 
The pile is in an area where 
stumps, brush, and trees get 
mulched down into a usable prod- 
uct for landscaping. The location 
of the recycling facility, owned by 
BMC Corporation of Billerica, is 
near the end of Carlton Road and 
Krochmal Farm. According to 
Deputy Fire Chief Bradbury, the 
cause of the brush fire is still 
unknown. 

The two-alarm on Sunday after- 
noon fire was still smoldering at 
press time. 

“It is still smoldering, and as we 
turn it over we are still finding hot 
spots," said Bradbury on Tuesday 
afternoon.

They say that things always happen in threes. Well, I 
thought that my two earlier columns this summer satirizing 
town government would prove that idiom wrong by stopping 
things at two.

Lexington and Concord. 

At the time the canal was built, 
there was no such thing as a civil 
engineer nor an engi 
school. Although Col. Baldwin 
never received training as an engi- 
canal laid the foundation for a con- 
struction business that grew expo- 
nentially with his sons. 

Col. Baldwin's name is also the 
link to a popular story about the 
discovery of the Baldwin Apple. In 
an early surveying tour, Samuel 
Thompson was lured to an apple 
tree on the Butters farm on 
Chestnut Street in Wilmington. The 
apple had such quality that Col. 
Baldwin took scions from the tree 
and distributed them widely. The 
Baldwin Apple Monument on 
Chestnut Street in Wilmington com- 
memorates the discovery. The 
canal had a 50-year life span. It 
opened in 1803, and by 1853 it had 
ceased operations. 

It was quite an operation. Boats of 
various types carried passengers, 
lumber, granite, finished goods and 
freight along the route. The build- 


enhanced the business on the 


undertaking. While 
a river might just keep flowing, a 
canal needs maintenance and 
active operation. There were locks 
to run, and each boat, or packet, 
had to be drawn along the canal by 
horse, donkey or oxen. There were 
tolls to collect and passengers to 
house. A trip from Charlestown to 
Lowell could take two days. While 
faster travel might have been possi- 
ble, the speed of the boats was 
strictly limited to prevent damage 
to the canal. One irony in the route 
of the canal is that it more or less 
followed the pre-historic route of

WILMINGTON - Every child 
dreams of playing for a profes- 
sional team in the sport of their 
choice. Not all make that dream 
come true, but a selected few even- 
tually reach that point. 
Wilmington’s own Adam Jensen at 
the age of 16hasachievedhisdream. 

“T’ve played soccer since I was 
about four when my dad coached a 
team. I would love to play profes- 
sionally some day,” said Jensen. 
Jensen is going into his senior year 
at Wilmington High School and will 
have quite a story to tell about this 
summer vacation. Jensen recently 
traveled to the city of Montesiao in 
Sao Paulo, Brazil. There he trained 
with some of the best soccer play- 
ers in the world. 

On July 17 Jensen arrived in 
Brazil at the Oscar Football Acad- 
emy for his first day of training. 
The Oscar Football Academy is one 
of the best known schools for train- 
ing soccer players. It mentally and 
physically prepares them to even- 
tually play in the professional 
leagues. There are three age groups 
within the academy and it acts as a 
boarding school for those players 
who are accepted. All the expenses 
of living are taken care of by the 
academy so that the players can 
concentrate solely on soccer. “Play- 
ing soccer in Brazil is different 
from playing at home, it is a lot

more serious and competitive,” said 
Jensen. 

‘Thousands of kids come from all 
over the country to attempt to play 
in this academy, but only 26 young 
men are invited to stay. Jensen 
traveled quite a way, as did others, 
coming from Germany, Argentina, 
Russia and many other places. 
“Playing against other kids at this 
level made me nervous,” said 
Jensen. “I just wanted to prove that 
I was as good as they were.” 

Jensen proved that he was able 
to keep up with the best in the world 
when he was asked to stay at the 
academy and continue to train with 
the top soccer teams. “Everyone 
liked me there. It was my chance to 
get noticed and learn from the best. 
Training in Brazil was a great op- 
portunity but I missed home and 
wanted to finish school,” said 
Jensen. 

While in Brazil, Jensen stayed at 
ahotel that was provided to him by 
the academy. Otniel Nascimento 
was his advisor during his two and 
a half week stay. “He basically 
helped me out around the city and 
made sure I got to practice sessions 
every day,” said Jensen. 

Training in Brazil was a combi- 
nation of calisthenics, weight train- 
ing, and playing games. “We played 
soccer for three hours in the morn- 
ing and three hours at night. In 
between we got private instruction,

"mends the pack be no more 
than 15 percent of the wearer’s 
body weight, while Mary 
Hickey, professor of physical 
therapy at Northeastern Uni- 
versity in Boston, argues that 
10 percent should be the top 
limit. 

Hickey says parents should 
encourage children to carry 
only the books they need for 
class and homework, not letting 
the packs become catchalls. 
She urges a weekly clean-out 
routine. 

Choose packs with wide 
shoulder straps and lumbar 
cushioning, she adds. Oversize 
packs encourage kids to carry 
too much, so a smaller pack is 
a better alternative. 


Kids often are tempted to 
carry too much, agrees Mary 
O’Flahrity, a product manager 
at Lands’ End, which sponsored 
a survey of mothers on the sub- 
ject. About 27 percent of moms 
said their child had complained 
of back, neck or shoulder pain 
as a result of toting a too-heavy 
pack.
